Thanksgiving Day, 194i1—Coming events_ 


cast their shadows. How tragic that we 
could not see them. While Japanese envoys 
parleyed in Washington, their strategists 
pored over final plans for Pearl Harbor. We 
shipped lend-lease to England and to Russia. 
On Armistice Day the Atlanta area had a 
practice blackout. But America was at peace 
and we were thankful. 

Thanksgiving, 1942—Guadalcanal was “‘se- 
cure” as the first step on a long way back in 
the Pacific. Allied forces had opened a sec- 
ond front in North Africa. The Soviets were 
about to close the Nazis’ escape corridor be- 
fore Stalingrad. America was at war, but the 
homeland was still safe, untouched by the 
ravages which had visited other lands. For 
that we were thankful. 

Thanksgiving, 1943—In Italy our forces 
were tied up across the peninsula below 
Rome. In the Pacific they were thousands of 
miles from the heart of Japan. But in both 
theaters the command was “Forward!” not 
“Retreat.” The darkest hours had passed. 
We were thankful. : 

Thanksgiving, 1944—The armed might of 
the allied nations had pushed the enemy 
back—up through the Solomons and across 
the Central Pacific, from Russia to the Ger- 
man East Wall, from the Channel coast to 
the fringes of the Rhineland. For success in 
battle we were thankful. 

Thanksgiving, 1945—Peace at last! The 
Bulge had been flattened and our armor had 
rolled even to oN 
the gates of 
Berlin. The 
Germans had 
surrendered, 
un condition- 
ally. We had 
served notice 
that we had a

The American people are throwing the 
poor doggie a $500,000,000 bone. In the last 
30 years the canine population of the United 
States has risen by 200 per cent and the dog's 
standard of living has gone up propor-

That is the substance of an article in The 
Wall Street Journal. The annual bill—food, 
clothing, shelter, training, recreation, and 
health—on the upkeep of the 22,000,000 dogs 
in the land is $500,000,000, more than the 
combined income of all the human inhabi- 
tants of Vermont. 

Biggest slice from the multimillion-dollar 
biscuit goes for food—an estimated eight 
million pounds a year, two and one-third 
times as much as Oklahomans consume an- 
nually. 

Some of the doggier items that eat up the 
annual budget for Bowser are: “Deo-Pet. de- 
signed to stop doggie odor and bad breath.” 
sweaters, mattresses and cushioned blankets, 
beauty parlors and dog baths ($8.05 for bath, 
hair cut and nail trim in “swank” New York 
Dog Bath Club, where $10 membership car- 
ries swimming privileges, with “doctor in at- 
tendance’’).

Methods To Prevent 


Future Tax Seandals 


Senator Williams of Delaware has called 
for an “independent audit” of Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau offices throughout the country 
as a means of preventing future tax scan- 
dals. He also backs President Truman’s re- 
quest to put all tax collectors under Civil 
Service. 

Both of these suggestions have merit. 

The audit idea was first proposed by the 


9 troover Commission on Government Reor- 


ganization, which suggested that the check- 
ing be handled by the General Accounting 
Office. 

There can be no doubt that Internal Rev- 
enue offices should receive a fair and im- 
partial audit. Whether this can be accom- 
plished, even by independent agencies, with- 
out political interference and pressure, would 
still remain a problem. However, any sys- 
tem would be preferable to the one which 
makes the present frauds and scandals pos- 
sible. 

In any event, all collectors should be 
placed under Civil Service at the earliest 
possible moment. Only in this way can the 
evil of political appointments and the con- 
current uls therefrom be avoided.

Our annual Thanksgiving Day 
goes back to Abraham Lincoln 
and 1863. 

The great. war President 
looked about him and saw in 
rifts between the clouds many 
a patch of blue. He wrote: 


The year that is drawing to 
its close has been filled with 
the blessings of fruitful fields 
and healthful skies. ...In the 
midst of a civil war of un- 
equalled magnitude and se- 
verity, which has sometimes 
seemed to foreign states to in- 
vite and provoke their ag- 
gression, peace has been pre- 
served with all nations. 


In the midst of that internal 
strife we had seemed at times 
nearer to war with “foreign 
states”’ than we seem to be even 
now. As long as the war did 
not actually come, he felt en- 
titled to gratitude, as even s0 
may we. 


Have we been “bleeding our- 
selves white,” this last year, 
with our expenditures for de- 
fense? 

Lincoln’s view of the “bleed- 
ing white’ in the bleak year, 
"63: 


Needful diversions of wealth 
and strength from the fields of 
peaceful industry to the na- 
tional defense have not ar- 
rested the plow, or the shut- 
tle, or the ship: the ax has en- 
larged the borders of our set- 
tlements, and the mines, as 
well of iron and coal as of the 


pressing, malignant 


enemy. We live 
Parts of the countrv were 
the labor of 


precious metals, have yielded 
even more abundantly than 
hitherto. 


In a flood the fruits of our 
labor have poured forth in this 
year 1951! In such quantity it 
has come, we have been able to 
serve others as well as serve 
ourselves. 

To make the world safe for 
our own liberties we have 
helped less happy peoples to 
their feet. We have been greedy, 
selfish; but how generous as 


well! 


Out of the depths of his la- 
bors, with his deep desponden- 
cles, the war President saw 
great grounds for gratitude. 
Those grounds, he wrote in that 
first proclamation, 


should be solemnly, 
reverently and gratefully ac- 
knowledged as with one voice 
by the whole American peo- 
ple. ... And I recommend 
to them that, while offering 
up the ascriptions due to Him 
for such singular deliverances 
and blessings, they do also, 
with humble penitence for our 
national perverseness and dis- 
obedience, commend to His 
tender care all those who have 
become sufferers. ... 


Out of the gloom of the bleak 
year 1863 came the call to 
thanksgiving out of which 
comes this Thanksgiving in the 
glooms of 1951. The care-bowed 
Lincoln could find grounds for 
thankfulness. Can we? 


The call to thanksgiving did 
not begin in 1863, nor even with 
the Pilgrim Fathers in the hun- 
gry year of 1621. 

The call to thanksgiving began 
with man himself. 


To be thankful for good for- 
tune, for good crops, for wars 
won takes no vision, no effort. 
More needed and indispensable 
is thankfulness amid such gloom 
as that of 18@1, as this of 1951. 
Without gratitude men cannot 
be men. 

For gratitude wells forth from 
that spirit of men which can be 
thankful, in the midst of ill for- 
tune, for that faith and courage 
which is good fortune in itself.

Talmadge to take the 
tough job of welfare director, 
Kemper likes to put money on 
new hospital buildings which 
are tangible and can be seen in 
future years—instead of intan- 
gible assistance which brings 
complaints instead of praise 
from the recipients. 


He considers welfare workers 
as impractical, and fell into a 
legislative committee’s McCar- 
thyism by nagging a well-quali- 
fied child welfare director into 
resigning and then trying to 
prevent her employment else- 
where in the state government. 


On the assistance program, 
however, Kemper has helped 
place the individual checks to 
the aged at an all-time hizch, 
and reduce the checks going 
to persons who were not 
needy. 


Bouquets today are sent to the 
State Forestry Department. Now 
occupying a building to itself, 
across Hunter Street from the 
State Capitol, this department 
has become one of the major 
functions of state government. 


When you walk into this of- 
fice you are particularly struck 
by the air of efficiency which 
prevails, with everyone actively 
at work like a well-run busi- 
ness office.

Eventually they rebelled. They organized 
a 17th century crusade for freedom and 
established a free nation of their own. 


Conditions in Russia- are not unlike those 
existing in England 300, years ago. Under the 
Czar only 25 per cent of the people could read 
or write. Today perhaps 80 per cent of the Rus- 
sian. people are literate. Though they have been 
reared on the Communist doctrine, just as the 
Pilgrim Fathers were reared on the doctrine 
handed down by the crown and the church hier- 
archy, it’s apparent that the Russian people also 
have a vearning to know more about the outside 
world, to establish their own standards of 
freedom.

And the Wall Street Journal breaks down the 
statements by industries, reveals that of 23 
groups, 20 had losses and the year-to-year de- 
clines ranged to a stunning 92 per cent.... 


It looks awful. And even though I've 
been prepared for minus signs in the profit 
statements, as the reports have piled high on 
my desk these last few days, I admit I've 
been shocked at the extent of some of the 
declines. 


What has done it? It’s a three-way pinch: 

(1) ZOOMING TAXES. 

(2) Rising costs—of manpower, 
and machines. 

(3) Declining—or anyway, not increasing— 
sales and prices in the months between spring 
and late fall. 

And of the three, lo, the mightiest is TAXES. 

For this was the quarter against which hun- 
dreds of corporations charged off most of the 
whopping tax hike just voted. 

Businessmen expected a tax boost—but they 
didn’t expect Congress would apply the increases 
to all their earnings since April 1, 1951. So they 
didn’t earmark sufficient nest eggs for taxes out 
of their first half-year profits. 

When thev got the bad news last month, they 
handled it by deducting not only the taxes that 
ordinarily would be due on their July-September 
profits but also the taxes that under the new law 
should have been taken out of their January- 
June earnings,

U. S. Steel’s report is a perfect example. It 
charged an extra deduction of $17,000,000 against 
third quarter profits for taxes. Had it not taken 
this drastic step, its net would have been $45.- 
000,000 instead of the $28,000,000 reported. Still 
not as good as in the same months of 1950. but 
not so terrible either. 


There's an implication in all this that’s 
consoling. Because the tax gimmick is mak- 
ing the third quarter results look worse. the 
relief may make the fourth quarter look bet- 
ter than it otherwise might appear. A lot of 
experts are betting that way. 


Even so, the profits statements pound home 
the significant point that we may be nearing or 
reaching the limit on income tax increases— 
financially and _ psychologically. Corporations 
have been socked hard three times since Korea: 
the regular tax rate has gone from 38 per cent 
to 52 per cent. Treasury Secretary Snyder wasn't 
just ducking when the other dav he answered a 
question about next year’s tax requests with the 
words, “Give the people nental rest for a 
couple of months before we start talking about 
taxes.” 

These reports certainly will strengthen con- 
gressional opposition to more tax boosts—par- 
ticularly in an election vear.

This New Concept of Government 


W ASHINGTON—On a national holiday it is customary to reflect on the circum- 
stances of its origin. That takes us todav back to Plymouth and the dav set aside 
to give thanks for a bounteous harvest after that first bleak and bitter winter when 
the hardships, among them lack of food, took such a human toll in the Pilgrim 
colony. Today we, a great and prosperous nation, hardly need a reminder of the 


material blessings for which we are thankful. 


But, with all that, our spirits are 


disturbed and restless. Our way of life for which the hardy men and women of Plymouth fashioned 
the pattern—democracy by consent of the governed in which the rights of the individual are para- 
mount—is under threat by a new tyranny at large in a large part of our world. 


To refreso our spiri s and renew our courage 
it may help to go back to our forebears at Plym- 
outh, and to go back bevond that first Thanks- 
giving, back to the year before—1620—when the 
41 men on the Mayflower drew up that instru- 
ment of democratic government known as “The 
Mavflower Compact.” It is dated November 1], 
1620. 


It was written and signed while the May- 
flower lay in what is now Provincetown Har- 
ber, before the landing at what later became 
Plymouth Rock, and anyone who has visited 
that spot can imagine the bare, windswept 
November landscape upon which the men and 
women and children looked that day. 


The Mayflower Compact set up a principle 
of government, not a detailed plan for govern- 
ment. The principle is symbolized in the fact that 
it was drawn up and signed by everyone of 
those who were to live under its broad terms 
at the outset, and that it was signed only by 
them, the governed} and not by the king. 


It contains only 191 words, including the 
ceremonial phrases usual in such documents. 
Its essence is in one single, but long, sentence in 
which the signers “solemnly and mutually, in 
the presence of God and one another, covenant 
and combine ourselves together into a civil body 
politick, for our better ordering and preservation, 
and furtherance of the ends aforesaid: and by 
virtue hereof do enact, constitute. and frame. 
such just and equal laws, ordinances, acts, con- 
stitutions, and officers, from time to time. as 
shall be thought most meet and convenient for 
the genera! good of the colony; unto which we 
promise ail due submission and obedience.” 

As well as a principle of government, it was, 
realistically, a limitation on any who might be 
hungry for personal power, as are all articles of 


government There were strong-minded and 
strong-willed men among the Pilgrims. as sub- 


sequent history shows 


Broadly, it was a constitution authorizing 
other constitutions of like principle. It fixed the 


course of American political history. 


From that compact we went forward here and 
there, in various local instruments of governe- 
ment, to learn how to govern ourselves. In time, 
when the colonies declared their independence, 
we instituted a general government for all, 
loose in nature, in the Articles of Confederation 
and finally, when we had won our independence 
and found that unable to cope 
with the strains and new nation, 
we drafted that great and stronger instrument, 
The Gonstitution of the United States under 
which we live today. 

The principle of union there established we 
have only recently carried on into a union of 
nations, the United Nations. 

This world-wide compact has origins back 
in that compact signed that day, long ago, on 
the Mayflower in Provincetown Harbor. To 
simplify that latest event six years ago, by a 
contrast that does not seem over-simplification, 
we may imagine the representatives of 50 nae 
tions who created the United Nations Charter at 
San Francisco also as Pilgrims arriving at a new 
shore, the shore of the whole modern world, 
and making a compact for international demo- 
cratic government, even as did the 41 men on 
the Mayflower for their colony. 

The UN is threatened by a new tyranny, just 
as all democratic government has been through 
history. It is today under its severest ordeal. 

But it can survive with courage and faith, 
even as has the principle of the Mayflower 
Compact in all that has happened since.

To Progress

‘From the Blue Ridge foothills 35 


miles north of Atlanta, to Apala-. ie 


chicola, a once prosperous port) 


city, now a sleepy fishing village 
on the Florida Gulf coast, a net- 


work of rivers spreads its fingers 
through Georgia, Florida and 


Alabama. 


The major industrial develop-| 
ment of the Southeast might well | 
depend upon the development of 


these rivers. 


The three-river project now in| 
progress will make navigable these | 


waterways—regulate the flow of 
water, preventing the spring floods 
and summer droughts which year- 
ly harass Atlanta, Columbus and 
‘other Georgia valley cities, and 
eventually make bustling ports of 
Georgia’s intand metropolii. 

Part of this sprawling $147,291,- 
000 task is the Buford Dam, still 
largely a paper plan rather than 
a reality since only $2 million— 
less than five percent of the nec- 
essary funds—have been allocated 
for its completion. As a basin dam 
for the series of river barriers it 
will storé river and stream water 
at its source and make possible 
regulation of the river. 

Equally as important is the Jim 
Woodruff Dam at Chattahoochee, 
Fla., just below the Georgia-Flor- 
ida border. Already 30 percent 
complete with over half the nec- 
essary funds alloted, Woodruff 
will be one of three river dams 
provided with locks to make river 
navigation possible. 

It has been estimated that these 
four dams will generate over 742 
_million kilowatt hours of electric- 
ity a year and make possible the 
transportation of 409,000 tons of 
cotton, salt, petroleum, sugar, iron 
and steel annually. 

The future of this entire” proj- 
ect, however, apparently rests in 
Washington where allocations 
have been held up by Congress 


and the Rivers and Harbors Board | 


is delaving a report on the devel- 
opment of the important Apala- 
chicola harbor area. 

It has been pointed out that all 
allocations have been seriously 
sliced by Congress except those 
pertaining to national defense. 
River development, however, has 
been considered of major defense 
importance since World War II, 
when millions of tons of oil were 
moved through inland waterways 
as an effective way to beat the 
German sub menace and nearly 
4.000 vessels were floated to sea 
from inland shipyards. 

Florida’s veteran Congressman 
Bob Sikes blames “extravagant 
government spending” as a reason 
for present allocation headaches. 
He said in his belief the Korean 
crisis merely accentuates the need 
for completing the project. 

The nature of the project has 
brought about a close proximity 
between Atlanta and Apalachi- 
cola. For if the plan to make nav- 
igable the Flint, Chattahoochee 
and Apalachicola rivers is ever to 
be successful, it will depend in 
large on the development of the 
yawning harbor at the mouth of 
the three rivers. 

Plans have been drafted to open 
the bav to the Gulf by slicing a 
channel 100 feet wide and nine 


feet deep through St. George’s| 


Island, a slender bottleneck of 
earth which seals off the harbor 
from a direct Gulf outlet. 

Channels of similar depth and 
width will also be dredged up the 
Flint to Banibridge and up the 
Chattahoochee to Columbus. Then 
a 500-foot square area in the har- 
bor will be dredged out for dock 
space. 

These plans, however, are now 
tabled awaiting the outcome of 
an investigation bv the Rivers and 
Harbors Board in Washington. 
Tri-river advocates are scheduled 
to appear at a session of this 
board in Washington Dec. 15.

Vaux Owen, manager of the VA 
state office, disclosed that the) 
default average on GI loans in 
Georgia is less than two-tenths of 
one per cent. 

He added that the through Oct. 
31, 1951, the Georgia regional of- 
fice of the VA had approved 
49.477 GI home loans and guar- 
anteed approximately $160,000,000 
borrowed for home buying. 

Owen warned, however, that 
veterans planning to obtain GI 
home loans in the future should 
not obligate themselves for more 
than they can repay. He pointed 
out, also, they should be certain 
they understood all sales contracts 
and other documents they are re-

New Charter

_ East Point citizens will vote Dec. 11 on whether they want a 
home rule charter drafted for their consideration. If they request 


the charter, and later approve it,

East Point will become the first 
home rule government since the 


Georgia municipal home rule law was enacted February 13, 1951. 


The Atlanta suburb, with a pop- 
ulation of 21,080, would be the 
second largest city in the state to 
employ the local self-government 
plan. Gainesville is the largest. 

Other cities with home rule that 
have registered with the secre- 
tary of state are Eastman, Helen 
and Manchester. Griffin voters 
approved the plan this fall, but 
have not filed their new charter 
with the state. 

If an East Point voter were to 
answer “yes” to the question on 
his ballot, “Shall a commission be 
selected to frame a charter?’— 
he then would vote for seven of 
25 candidates who are seeking 
posts on the commission. If a ma- 


jority of the voters were to an- 


swer “yes,” the 
ceiving the highest 
votes would begin 
new charter. 

90 DAYS TO ACT 

The group would have 99 days 
in which to frame the document. 
The commissioners would receive 
no pay, but East Point would pay 
any expenses incurred in draft- 
ing the bill. 

After the commission had sub- 
mitted the proposed charter to the 
City Council, the council would 
order a referéndum within 60-90 
davs to let the voters accept or 
reject the proposed. change. Al-

The major change effected in 
'East Point’s government by adop-

to legislate on local matters that 
now have to be passed by the 
Georgia legislature. 


HOME RULE PRIVILEGES 


The home rule law allows cities 
to draft charters that provide for 
council action on taxation, finan- 
cial obligations, hospitals, parks 
and airfields, contracts with other 
governing bodies, merit and retire- 


ment systems, election procedures, | 
‘public service franchises and .the| 
establishment of police and fire) 
units and other municipal offices. | 


A home rule charter would 
grant the people the right to recall 
elected officials and to amend the 
charter without having to wait for 
action by the Legislature. 

Incorporation of adjacent terri- 
tories also could be undertaken by 
the people of the city and the area 
to be annexed.

Overweight in Family Not Due to Heredity 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


There is widespread belief 
that overweight, like blonde 
hair and blue eyes, is inherited. 
Certainly there is solid evidence 
that “fat runs in families.” 


It has been shown that when 
both parents are heavy, the 
children tend toward overweight 
too—70 per cent of the children 
can be expected to be above 
normal weight. When only one 
parent is overweight, 40 per 
cent of the children tend to be 
above normal. But when both 
parents are normal weight, less 
than 10 per cent of the children 
can be classed as overweight. 

This would seem to point di- 
rectly to heredity. Until recent- 
ly, authorities did believe hered- 
ity was at least an influencing 


characteristic, look for fattening 
food habits. That family sets a 
“good” table. 


Twins who appear to be ex- 
actly alike in every respect, 
vary in weight when they eat 
differently. I have no figures on 
weights of twins after they 
marry and move into different 
parts of the country. But if one 
twin marries a man who loves 
fattening food and plenty of it, 
and the other marries a man 
who prefers simple food and 
not too much of it, the twins 
will not remain identical as to 
weight. 

I recall talking with twins 
who were separated during their 
college years. One came home 
weighing 20 pounds more than 
her sister. They no longer looked 


weighed 111 pounds each, for 5’ 
of height. But one twin liked to 


eat a little more than her sis- 
ter ... not much, more butter 
on bread, candy now and then, 
a little sugar in her coffee. The 
one girl, Dr. Evans estimated, 
regularly ate about 100 calories 
a day more than her sister. That 
seemed such a trifle, but it add- 
ed up to 36,000 calories a year 

. . in’ the case of this twin, 
these were extra calories. 

The one girl, eating just a 
little extra, slowly but surely 
gained ten pounds in a year. In 
five years one twin weighed 
110, and the other twin weighed 
160 pounds.

The man, identified by police 
as Arthur C. Rowand, about 50, 
a home appliance salesman, was 
stabbed 46 times by an unidenti- 
fied assailant who ran over the 
body with the victim’s car before 
fleeing the scene. 

A Negro man found Rowand’s 
body about 7: a. m. in a road- 
side ditch near the Okefenokee 
goif course. The dead man’s car 
was found by officers in a ditch 
near a Negro high school. The 
front seat of the automobile and 
the tires were covered with blood. 


Ware County Sheriff Erin John- 
gon and Police Chief A. L. Ball 
said an autopsy placed the time of 
the slaving as between midnight 
and 2 a. m. Wednesday. Offi- 
cers said Rowand’s legs bore tire 
marks where an automobile had 
rolled over him. 

\ room key bearing the name 
of a local auto court was found 
in the victim’s pocket. The man 
had been robbed. In an adjacent 
lot two blood-stained handker- 
chiefs containing the dead man’s 
initials were found. 

Chief Ball said Investigation 
disclosed that Rowand checked in 
at a local motor court Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Meanwhile, the murdered man’s 
aiitomobile was identified as the 
car which struck an Atlantic 
Coast Line switchman at a cross- 
ing here about 11:20 p. m. Tues- 
day. 

The railroad man, who was not 
noted the li- 
cense number of automobile. 
He said two white men were 
riding in the car at the time. 

Officers favor the theory that a 
quarrel between Rowand and his 
unidentified passengef was the 
outgrowth of the railroad cross- 
ing incident. They believe that 
the salesman was brutally slashed 
tq death in his automobile and 
then dumped in the ditch.

Then, in 1864, Abra- 
ham Lincoln appointed the last 
Thursday in November as Thanks- | 
giving Dav and every nrresident fol- 
lowed his example until Mr. Roose- 
velt ch anged the date to the third 
Thursday in November, which 
date was later changed to the 
fourth Thursday as we now ob- 
serve, | 

Andrew Johnson, 
Lincoln, stressed the end of the 
war in his proclamations. Grant 
proclaimed “hearty thanks” for 
the flood of immigration bv “peo- 
ple of every race’ coming to 
America. Hayes rejoiced there 
had been “no disasters or ship- 
wrecks on our shores during the

Maharajah Surrenders His Powers

NEW DELHI, Nov. 21—All leg- 
islative and executive powers 
formerly vested in the maharajah 
of Jammu and Kashmir, the big 
princely .state whose allegiance 
has been in dispute between India 
and Pakistan for four years, have 
been surrendered to the _ state 
government and the legislature, 
thus formally ending the ancient 
monarchical rule in this territory. 

It was announced in Srinagar, 
the state capital, Tuesday that 
such an amendment to the 12- 
year-old state constitution had 
been enacted into law with the 
signature of Yuvaraj Karan 
Singh. The Yuvaraj, or crown 
prince, took over the active reign 
from his father, Maharajah Hari 
Singh, in June, 1949. 

The maharajah, a controversial! 
figure whose name was long as- 
sociated with the suppression of 
popular movements, was per- 
suaded to hand over to his 2l- 
year-old son and leave the state. 
The actual administration was 
run by Sheikh Abdullah, the 
prime minister, whom Hari Singh 
had jailed for leading a campaign 
to democratize the government.

Back yonder when the Rose Bowl signed an agreement 
with the Big Ten to match champion teams in the Arroyo 
Seco each New Year’s Day for a term, people down this way 
promptly lost interest in the Pasadena show, save as a radio 
diversion at the end of an exciting afternoon following the 
major games in Miami, New Orleans and Dallas. 

One generation of Southern football fans was nourished on a 
Rose Bow! diet in which Alabama, Georgia Tech, Tulane, Tennessee 
and Georgia figured. The Rose Bowl] then was the dream of every 

college football player in our neighbor- 
hood. Sad to report, football coaches have 
lost their jobs because alumni and even 
faculty brass felt frustrated because he 
produced no Rose Bowl teams. 

One gentleman in our midst, how- 
ever, is living with one eye on the Rose 
Bowl! these days as the decisive games 
approach on the Coast and in the Big 
Ten. He is Walter Powell, the insurance 
man. 
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Powell was a star of Wisconsin's 
unbeaten, untied 1912 team which 
naturally has kept him on top of Big 
Ten proceedings this fall in hopes his 
old team would win the call to the 
Rose Bowl. 

However, he may have been even 

more keenly interested in the sensational 

Danforth rush of the Stanford Indians where he 

coached 30 years ago. Stanford is on its 

Way now needing just one more game (California) to move into the 
big ring. 

At hand is a photostat of the main sports page of the Los An- 
geles Times, dated Monday, Jan. 3, 1921, with post-mortems on the 
sensational defeat of Ohio State, 28-0, by Andy Smith’s California 
Bears. That was the game in which Brick Muller of California threw 
a 52-yard forward pass. The Ohio State team that featured Stinch- 
comb and Workman never could untrack itself.

Powell, as head coach at Stanford, wrote a technical article for 
the Times, analyzing the play of the two teams. He said the Cali- 
fornia team did not seem to play with the dash and spirit they had 
shown in the big game against his own team that closed the season, 
but that they were far superior that day to an Ohio State eleven 
which was not at its best. 

“The heat unquestionably was a severe handicap to the 
boys from the Buckeye State,” Powell offered charitably. ‘““Taking

UNCLE -RAY’S CORNER 


Many Foods Supply 
Phosphorus to Body 


Early in the present century, 
there was a good deal of writing 
and talking about fish as “brain 
food.” Scientists have failed to 
confirm that the more fish a per- 
s0n eats, the smarter he becomes. 

Fish make excellent food, how- 
ever. They are rivals of meat in 
providing protein, and many per- 
sons like to change from meat to 
fish now and then. 

The only way I can connect 
fish with the brain is this: fish 
provide a certain amount of phos- 
phorus, and the cells of the hu- 
man brain and other parts of the 
body must have phosphorus. 

Before we savy too much on that 
point, let us note that fish are far 
from being the main source of 
phosphorus. We also get it from 
meats, and from milk, buttermilk 
and cheese. It is present in eggs, 
oysters, clams and lobsters. 

» » s 

PLANT PRODUCTS which are 
rich in phosphorus include peas, 
beans, soybeans, nuts, whole bar- 
ley and whole wheat. 

Fish differ widely in the amount 
of phosphorus which they supply. 
An ounce of bass has about as 
much as an ounce of halibut, but 
an ounce of canned salmon pro- 
vides three times as much as 
either bass or halibut. 

Canned salmon, canned sardines 
and pickled herring seem to be 


the top fish for phosphorus, but 
cheese has twice as much to the 
ounce as any of them. An ounce 
of lean meat has more phosphorus, 
on the average, than an ounce of 
fish. 

Not only does phosphorus help 
the cells of the human body; it 
also goes into building sound teeth 


and sound bones.

WHEN PEOPLE drink milk 
which has been “fortified” with 
vitamin D, they supply their bones 
and teeth with three important 
things—calcium, phosphorus and 
vitamin D. 

Some persons may need more 
phosphorus than they get from 
their food. In that case, the advice 
of a good doctor should be valu- 
able.

is ready to give battle in any 
numbers. 

A whole series of new British 
warplanes has led to British 
boasts. The veteran of them, now 
joining the RAF in increasing 
numbers, is the English Electric 
Canberra medium bomber. It 
usually is acknowledged the best 
of its class at present, and has 
been adopted by United States as 
well as British forces. 

A Canberra whipped across the 
Atlantic on its two jet engines 
Aug. 31 in a mere four hours, 19 
minutes, a record supporting the 
British claim that it is the fastest 
known medium bomber. 

Since then, Britain has produced 
geveral other new jet warplanes 
which she says are record beaters. 

Among the new fighters the 
Hawker P-1067, described as the 
world’s fastest combat plane, is 
outstanding. Its makers claim it 
can lick any other combat plane 
now flying; and outpace both 
America’s F-86 Sabrejet and the 
Russian MIG-15. The P-1067 
probably flies at around 700 
m.p.h., but no official figures 
have been disclosed. 

Other new planes on which 
Britain is basing her future de- 
fense plans include the Vickers 
Swift, another supersonic inter- 
ceptor; the Vickers Supermarine 
508 naval fighter, officially de- 
scribed as the world’s fastest car- 
rier-based plane; the De Havilland 
DH-110 night fighter: and the 
Vickers Valiant and Short SA-4 
four-engine jet bombers’. which 
reputedly can speed along at some 
600 m.p.h. with full bomb-loads. 

All these British planes are shot 
through the skies by Rolls Royce 
Avon jet engines. All except the 
older Canberra made their debut 
in 1951. 

The Avon engine packs an enor- 
mous punch.

There’s a feeling of 
confidence among pilots’ that 
Britain is farther along the road 
than any other nation. 

“This certainly is the design of 
the future,’ exclaimed test pilot 
R. J. Falk as he landed recently 
from the maiden flight of the Avro 
Delta 707A, another new British 
plane made this year. 

But most RAF squadrons still 
are flying improved World War II 
types, and only the Canberra al- 
ready has got into service. 

So confident are British air 
chiefs of some of the 1951 de- 
signs that they have been ordered 
for the air force direct from the 
drawing board, without awaiting 
long prototype tests.

Austrian Geologist Asserts

VIENNA—(INS)—An Austrian geologist 


toward another ice age. 


In fact, according to Dr. Kurt Turnovsky, 
in one of those 


it right now, or better to say 


we are in the thick of 


climate interrupting glacial periods from time to time. 


One proof that we are—rela- 
tively speaking—well on our way 


toward bankruptcy of the ice-box 


is sporting a « glacier it did not 
have for 4,000 years. 


NO WORRIES 

However, Geologst 
says the forthcoming ice age 1s 
nothing for us to worry about. 

First, there are still 30,000 to 
left between us and 
the return of the glacial period 
and secondly it would do little 
damage even if it happened now. 

The present stage of technical 
development has equipped man 
with enough gadgets to make his 
home “comfy” even if ice and 
snow were to lurk on his porch. 

Dr. Turnovsky said the last ice 
period hit the same region 15,000 
years ago. 

The ice age as a whole lasted 
about 700,000 years and was inter- 
rupted several times by “brief” 
spells of 60,000 years of warm cli- 
mate. 

The doctor said that we live in 
“brief” spells after 
which the glacial period will go on. 

Dr. Turnovsky arrived at his 
prediction by subtracting 15,000 
years since the end of the latest 
glacier period from the _ 60,000 
years of “warm” spells. 

The geologist said brazenly that 
an ice age right now would do a 
lot of good.

Ever since he wondered 
as a boy where the street he 
lived on began and where it ended 
he has been a tireless historian. 

“When I found out where the 
streets went to, the next logical 
thing was to find out whom the 
streets were named for,” Garrett 
explained. 

TALKED TO OLD-TIMERS 

A member of the historical so- 
ciety since 1927, a year after its 
founding, Garrett in the ’30s start- 
ed talking to long-time residents 
who could tell him what Atlanta 
used to be like. Employed at that 
time at night with the Western 
Union, Garrett explains that he 
had all day to read courthouse 
records and newspapers. He has 
recorded early gravestones in 
cemeteries in the Atlanta area and 
has examined old census records. 

Today Garrett has amassed a 
tremendous amount of data that is 
virtually a library in itself. It in- 
cludes one of two complete sets 
of city directories dating back 
to 1859. when the first one was 
published. The other set is in the 
Carnegie Library. 

TWO VOLUMES 

The comprehensive history of 
Atlanta he is compiling is sched- 
uled to be published in two huge 
volumes in early 1953. It is a small 
task compared to compiling the 
list of Atlantans, a job which may 
take a lifetime.

Here’s a warning to would-be blood donors from officials of the 


Atlanta Red Cross Blood Center: 


“Don’t eat any fatty foods for four hours before going to the 


center to give blood.” 

Officials of the- blood center 
said many persons had to be 
turned away because they had 
eaten fats within the four-hour 
period, 

They said fat in the Riad made 
the processing more difficult—and 
necessitated the elimination of 
some blood. For that reason, they 
do not knowingly take blood from 
donors who recently have eaten 
fats. 

Dr. Irving L. Greenberg, chair- 
man of the medical advisory com- 
mittee of the blood program, said 
fats made the blood serum 
“cloudy.” He said if there were 
no fats in the blood serum, it was 
clear, 

Dr. Greenberg said foods which 
should not be eaten within the 
four-hour. period before giving 
blood include eggs, butter, cream, 
meat, and soup. 

LIGHT FOOD ONLY 

He said donors-to-be should eat 
some “light” food before donating. 
Foods that can be eaten include 
vegetables without fatty dress- 
ings, fruit juices, tea or coffee 
without cream, dry taost and plain 
crackers.

Moving to Richer Land 


PARKER, Ariz. — (?)—Navajorafio River Indian Agency. | 
example of the Mohave Indians. 


and Hopi Indians are moving off 
their homeland to a richer land 
with opportunity to build a self- 
sufficient future. 

In years past, movement of In- 
dians from their native domain 
by the federal gover..ment was a 
bitter and unhappy uprooting. 

Ancestors of the Navaios,. par- 
ticipating in this new exodus were 
rounded up by Kit Carson and 
herded off their bleak but beloved 
Northeastern Arizona lands in 
1864. They were exiled to Bosque 
Redondo, N. M., until 1868, when 
they were allowed to return. 
HARD STRUGGLE 

Since then the Navajos and the 
neighboring Hopis have struggled 
desperately to wre a bare living 
from the wind-swept wastelands 
of their reservations. As erosion 
and over-grazing damage the 
ranges and the Indian population 
grew, the situation of the tribes- 
men became. more and more criti- 
cal. 

Their new landscape in the fer- 
tile Colorado River Valley, along 
the west-central edge of Arizona, 
some 300 miles from the Navajo 
and Hopi reservation’. 

The valley, along the home of 
the Mohave and Chemehuevi In- 
dians, has been opened to coloni- 
zation by other tribes. Already 
more than 150 families, mostly 
Navajos and Hopis, have taken up 
farms and begun a new life. In 
addition, 110 Mohave and Cheme- 
huevi families have been reset- 
tled on newly developed irrigated 
lands. 

SHEPHERDS 


The Navajo is a shepherd. He 
lives a nomadic life on his 16- 
million-acre reservation, moving 
his flocks of sheep from one 
Sparse range to another. He cul- 
tivates scraggly crops of corn, 


squash and beans in small patches | 


scratched out of the dry, rocky 
ground. 

Farming is more the way of 
life of the Hopis. At the base of 
their mesa-top homes they grow 
corps, principally corn. Each Au- 
gust the Hopis danre with rattle- 
snakes in their mouths and send 
the reptiles, whom they call their 
little brothers, to the underground 
tribal gods with prayers for rain. 

The United States Indian Serv- 
ice accepts applicants found to 
have the aptitude and desire for 
= life. There is a long waiting 
ist. 

Each family gets 40 acres and 
$4000 as a loan for equipment. 
In the valley seven cuttings of 
alfalfa hay a year and better than 
a bale of cotton per acre is nor- 
mal. As soon as they are able, 
the Indians build their own mod- 
ern homes. 


STAND ON FEET 


After the initial assistance, the 
Indian colonist must stand on his 
own feet. 

“The colonists are showing good 
ability.” reported James M. Stew- 
art, superintendent of the Colo-

The colonists cultivated 12,815 
acres this year.

If the Georgia Historical Commission has its way, American will 
goon know that anesthesia was discovered in Georgia and that 
Spaniards built missions in this Deep South state more than two 
centuries before they moved into California. 


H. A. Alexander, chairman, and 
the four others who make up the 
commission—created by an act of 
the 1951 General Assembly—are 
determined to publicize Georgia 
historical facts ““which have too 
long been obscure even in the 
minds of Georgians.” — . 

The commission is operating 
without funds at present, but not 
without plans. Members will ask 
the 1952 legislative body to give 


it workine capital to carry out 
three major projects. 

According to Alexander, the! 
first will be to mark the battle-| 
fields of the Georgian Campaign | 
6f 1864 from Dalton to Atlanta. | 
Second will be the placing of) 
markers in each of Georgia’s 155 
eounties with a concise history of 
each on its marker. 

“Simply by enlarging on the 
rraames of Georgia’s counties, one 
may read the history of the state, 
says Alexander. As an exampl 
he cites Chatham County, 
fer Lord Chatham, British noble

By LAWRENCE N. ELDRED 
CHICAGO—() — Lighting kills 
or injures 2,000 Americans every 
year, thunderstorms uncounted 
others. Destruction to property 
by these weather rampages is 
estimated up into the billions of 
dollars. Weather scientists are 
beginning to predict these losses 
may-be largely eliminated within 
a few years. . 
They have only recently found 
out what a thunderstorm is. 
Horace R. Byers, head of the 
Department of Meteorology at the 
University Cnicago, has be- 
come «ne of the world’s foremost 
experts on lightning and thunder- 
storm electricity as director of 
the U. S. government’s thunder- 
storm project in 1946 and 1947. 
Scientists took a flock of F-6le 
“Black Widow” fighter planes, 
loaded them with sensitive in- 
struments, and piloted them

principal catses. The thermal! 
type is formed by an _ uneven 
heating of the earth’s surface 
creating swiftly rising warm air 
currents. The mechanical type 
results when a fast-moving cold 
air front wedges its way in under 
warm air, forcing the latter up- 
ward at a rapid rate. 

Either way the updraft of air 
surges as high as 5 miles within 
10 to 15 minutes. The cloud goes 
wild. Great turbulence develops. 
Winds at immense speeds—often 
up to 100 miles an hour—boil 
up and down, in and out, and ‘n 
a whirling motion within the 


cloud. 


The warm air 
60 miles an hour. 
cools and the water vapor 
condenses rapidly. 

By the time the vapor 
the freezing level at 15,000 feet, 
sizable water drops have formed 
and these increase until they be- 
come too heavy to be carried by 
the updraft. As they fall toward 
eath they begin to melt and it is 
this melting action which scien- 
tists now think creates electrical 
charges. 

Since the earth’s surface nor- 
mally carries a negative charge, a 
strong potential is built up 
tween it and the positive charge 
in the cloud. This finally is re- 
lieved in lightning. The sudden 
splitting and expanding of the air 
creates the roar of thunder, while 
the thunderbolt itself may have 
struck anything or anybody in its 
path. 

Finding out how 
charges are created is 
major recent discovery, 
said. 

And a third prime finding was 
the violent downward winds 
which cause so much blow damage 
when they reach the earth's sur- 
face. 

When the cloud’s moisture starts 
to fall in the form of snow, hail. 
or rain, it creates cold downdrafts 
from the frigid upper levels of the 
cloud. Gusts as high as 90 miles 
an hour may rush along the earth’s 
surface. 

This is the second. or mature. 
stage of the cell’s development. 
At this stage the cloud top may 
have climbed to 60,000 feet: 
though many never reach above 
$0,000. The average about 
40,000. The cloud base, which 
may have been one or two miles 
ecross at the start only a few 
minutes earlier, swells to as much 
a@s six miles. 

That stage lasts 15 to 30 minutes 
usually, and is the worst of the 
storm, The most rain falls, the 
most lightning flashes, and the 
gustiest surface winds blow in this 
period. 

As for ground level destruction, 
Byers says a network of radar 
stations could locate the storms

say, between Brady the inter- 
national quack and Brady the 
follower of Hippocrates. We 
compromised upon the fol- 
lowing: 

A feeling of fatigue, heaviness 
and stiffness in the legs, with 
areas of tingling, pricking ofr 
crawling sensations; tenderness 
of the main nerve trunks and 
especially tenderness upon pres- 
sure on calf muscles; burning 
sensation in the soles of the feet 
and numbness of back of foot 
and ankle: weakness in legs, be- 
coming so great after a short 


walk that the legs collapse.... 
And that, says Hippocrates 
| firmly, is as far as we can go. 
| But there’s no good reason why 
we can’t discuss, just among 
| ourselves, what the poor geek 
who finds himself in possession 
of such symptoms should do 
about it, is there, Hip? 

First, of course, he or she 
should consult a physician. If 
the physician you select is one 
who strings customers along 
with such palpable hokum as 
neuritis,” “neuralgia,” “rheuma- 
tism,.” “run down condition,” 
“need of a tonic” and the like 
without stirring off his ischial 
tuberosities to make a proper 
examination, that’s your hard 
luck. 

When vou consult the physi- 
cian there’s no reason why you 
should not inquire, if neces- 
sary, whether vour trouble can 
possibiv be mild beriberi? If the 
doctor reacts to your inquiry by 
laughing at your foolish notion 
you will know at least where 
not to go next time you need
